Years  ago  we  heard  of  lw» 

boys  who  were  visiting  ia  a  homo 
for  the  first  time.  When  they  wera 
seated  at  the  breakfast  table  the 
host  said  that  it  was  the  custom 
for  each  person  to  quote  a  verse  of 
Scripture.  Coming  from  homes 
where  the  Rible  was  little  known 
and  never  rend,  the  boys  were,  to 
put  it  mildly,  startled. 

As  their  time  came  closer  and 
closer,  they  were  frantic.  After 
three  or  four  gulps  the  first  boy 
reniemliered  a  verse  and  quickly 
quoted  it.  It  was  “Jesus  wept." 
After  a  pinful  silence  the  second 
boy  exclaimed,  “He  ‘shore’  did.'" 

On  another  page  is  an  article 
entitled,  “Pastors  take  a  cut.”  To 
which  we  say,  “They  ‘shore’  did.” 
Other  white  collar  workers,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  article  have  fared 
well.  It  reveals  that  present  pas¬ 
tors’  salaries,  in  purchasing  power, 
were  13  per  cent  less  in  1951  than 
in  1939. 

Other  statistics  recently  released 
by  the  government  indicate  that 
in  the  past  five  months  living 
costs  have  gone  up.  which  means 
that  your  pastor's  salary  has  gone 
down  in  the  same  proportion  that 
living  costs  have  gone  up. 

We  do  not  ldame  the  churches 
for  this,  for  in  most  cases  they 
simply  have  not  thought  about  it. 
But  you  know  about  it  now. 

We  believe  that  our  churches 
would  like  to  know  about  dus  in 
order  that  .they  might  remendy 
this  situation. 

Clergymen  have  fared  far 
worse  tlian  factory  workers  or 
store  clerks  in  the  battle  with  ris¬ 
ing  living  costs  in  recent  years, 
according  to  a  report  issued  by 
the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

By  comparison,  be  said,  official 
U.  S.  government  figures  showed 
that  during  the  same  period  — m 
terms  of  1939  dollars— the  income 
of  manufacturing  workers  in¬ 
creased  42  per  cent  and  that  of 
service  trades  employees  33  per 
cent.

Original  Sominary  Site

|  The  original  aite  of  the  Southern 
!  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Greenville,  S.  C.,  was  marked  with 
a  bronze  plague  on  September  M 
bp  the  South  Carolina  Baptist  His¬ 
torical  Society.  In  appropriate  cere¬ 
monies.  tribute  was  paid  to  the  four 
founders,  James  P.  Boyce.  John  A. 
Broad  us.  Basil  Manly,  Jr.,  and 
William  Williams,  who  started  the 
Seminary  with  twenty-six  students 
hi  18SE.  The  claaaea  met  in  a  bor¬ 
rowed  meeting  house  (later  pur¬ 
chased)  en  the  edge  of  a  little  vil¬ 
lage.  The  village  has  grown  to  be 
the  largest  city  la  the  state,  and 
the  uid  she,  near  the  heart  of  the 
buoinesa  district,  had  become  dis¬ 
puted  Only  the  moat  careful  re¬ 
search  established  Ms  location.
